Sting ’em with rent 


The Hornet Stinger Foundation, 
created last February by Sacramento - 
area businessmen to put CSUS on the 
athletic map, has its office on campus in 
Adrninistration 134 

Last week the State Hornet learned tiie 
foundation does not pay rent for its office 
space. This is a perfect indication of the 
foundation's status as university presiden- 
tial pet — a status that should not be 
allowed. According to University Relations 
Director Chuck McFadden, the university 
provides office space for the Stinger Foun- 
dation in return for contributions to the 
athletic program. In 1980, the foundation 
contributed $101,175 in cash and 
tradeouts to the athietic program 

The amount of money donated is 
commendable indeed and should be 
accepted with gratitude. it should not 
however, exempt the foundation from pay- 
ing rent in an on - campus building. The 
$367 annual fee for Administration 134 is 
surely affordable to a group that raised an 
average of $10,000 a month in 1980 

The $101,175 raised by the foundation 
benefits only the 400 to 500 CSUS students 
that currently participate in the athletic 
program. Were the funds beneficial to the 


entire student body, the office space 
should be free. 

Such is the case with the State Hornet 
newspaper. The Hornet does not pay rent 
on its 2,660 square feet in Food Service 
251, because besides providing a forum for 
ideas, the Hornet is the only major in- 
formation source between the university 
and the students — it serves the entire 
student population. Reading the Hornet is 
virtually the only way students can find out 
about important issues like tuition, on - 
Campus crime and other campus - related 
events 

The Hornet is also a Class, classified as 
Journalism 197, “Journalism Laboratory.’ 
Advised by a journalism professor, the 
Hornet is every bit as much an academic 
Class as ‘advanced composition,” 
‘business communications’ or even 
physics. To draw a parallel between the 
Stinger Foundation and the State Hornet 
would be ludicrous, unless such a parallel 
were drawn for every class held on this 
campus 

In all, the rights of a private corporation 
such as the Stinger Foundation to free 
university office space is a gross misuse of 
presidential power

The investigator dropped a handful of bullets into 
his coat pocket, checked the cartridge on his 
handgun, flipped the safety latch on and then tucked 
it into his belt. He slipped a tape recorder thinner 
than a package of cigareties into his breast pocket 
At 1015 pm., he would rendezvous with a 
mysterious cient 





Even as the daughter of a private investigator, i 
am sometimes mystified by the media, and drawn by 
the Hollywood myths surrounding svelte inter- 
national operatives like James Bond, or pragmatic 
tough guys like Sam Spade, but could you imagine 
agent 007 going home to his wife and kids after an 
assignment? One of the most pervasive myths 
shrouding this glamorous profession is that a sieuth 
should be totally detached from familial ties. Ac 
tuaily, most of the truly successful private detective 
firms (in Sacramento at least) are those in which 
nearly the entire family is envolved 


Jesse Williams, my father, has been working as a 
private investigator since 1975 He has had 11 years 
experience as a policeman, and in his estimation the 
best private investigators are often ex - cops. Ex- 
perience is the key to making the business iucrative 
Private investigation is an extremely difficult profes- 
sion to enter because of among other things. the stiff 
test given by the California Department of Con- 
sumer Affairs 


Contrary to the popular notion that investigators 
are constantly on the trail of amurderer atricky safe 
Cracking artist, or a dangerous widow with lethal 
tendencies, my father had his first big case, a 
nomocide, a year and a hail after he'd struck out on 
his own 

“You have to realize,” he says, “that in real life, to 
ive the kind of glamorous super - spy role that you 
$@é ON television, a guy would have to get into it fairly 
young or before he has a family Besides, he's got to 
crave that type of excitement ' 

My father feels there are a jot of thrills in life 
without having to go out and chase a homocide 
Suspect through dark alieys. catch him amidst the 
trash cans behind the pawn shop, get beat up, and 
finally get him booked Besides, you risk getting 
yourself arrested for assault He says, “if a guy got 
into those kinds of situations real regularly, it would 
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just have to be a desperate way live | think it's very 
satisfying simply to do a good job for a client 

Doing a good job means turning out a concise 
report containing the requested information and do 
ing it in a very Giscreet manner 

if you reaily bos it down to the nitty - gritty, a 
good private investigative agency sells a service to 
the community the finished product of which is how 
well the agency has answered the questions whict 
their clients have hired them to answer 

in his early days of private enterprise. Jesse 


worked primarily from his den in our home, drurr 
ming up the bulk of his work from lawyers andfroma 
smali ad he placed in the phone book yellow pages 
Private investigation proved to be much like any 
other business 

“We're dealing with the public.” ne says. “There 
are peopie in town who have shrinkage probiems tn 
their business that need to be investigated or jocal 
peopie who have lost someone they want me t 
locate. We also contact the witnesses of acrimeinan 
effort to learn what realiy happened ir 
private investigators do a lot 

For the most part. investigation is fast paced 
ever: though the aliuring shoot and fuinbie depicted 
on television and at the movies isnt quile the same 
off the screen and on the streets 

Private investigative work is glamorous in real 
life.” says my dad. ‘however you're not always get 
ting beat up or working on homocide cases, but 
that's just as well because nomocides are sometimes 
pretty humdrum. There is an air of mystery when we 
go out to interview people. and whe: peopie see a 
private investigator's identification they usually as- 
sociate it with something they ve seen on television 
or someplace and it's like being in the lime - light, so 
to spea: 

Presently, about 90 percent of my dad's work isin 
criminal defense, i.e., trying fo discover the facts 
concerning sexual assault, murder and other 
serious crimes. Naturailiy collecting vital information 
is the foundation of Jesse s business, but that is 
probably not the most exciting aspect of his work 
Private enterprise itself is an exciting proposition 

Whatever | make, | feel iike I've done it myself 
and | don't have a boss standing there looking over 
my shoulder. However, | don't have the security of 
knowing that a couple thousand dollars will be com- 
ing to me each month from the city cr county Ihave 
to generate my own. My income fiuctuates from 
month to month, but it averages out that | make more 
than | ever would as « policeman. My business is 
very jucrative and at the same time very interesting

To say the Clash's Sandinista! is an outstanding album (which itis) 
is to say nothing An album of this magnitude, diversity and relevancy 
goes way beyond the usual standards of excellency 

To say this is the greatest rock LP of all time may de a bit of an ex- 
aperation, but not much. Certainly, Sandinista! is the most daring, in- 
novative and satisfying album since the Beaties’ Sgt. Pepper 

And if this album is perhaps a little too long (six sides, with a play- 
ing time of nearly two and half hours). it is only because it may be dif 
ficult to find the time to listen to the record in its entirety, which is 
necessary to gain a full appreciation of what's happening 

After the release of last year's masterpiece, London Calling, there 
seemed little question that the Clash was the premier rock band. Yet 
even the most devoted Clash fans could hardly be prepared for San- 
ginista! 

Crammed into this three record set there are 36 songs ranging in 
style from typical Clash rockers to reggae, rockabilly, jazz, blues and 
gospel. There is lyrical content as radical and political as anything 
from the Beatles, the Rolling Stones or Bob Dylan. And. with the ad 
dition of guest musicians and vocalists (including children), much of 
Sandinista! sounds strikingly unlike a Clash LP 
iains exclusively their album throughout the six sides, with 
a distinct — yet much more subtle than ever before — Clash sound 

The LP opens with a galloping, chanting rocker, “The Magnificent 
Seven,” which serves as a brief summary of what is about to come in 
the rest of the album. Describing a typical day for the working persor 
beginning with the ringing of an alarm clock, the song hints at some of
